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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-21 have been canceled. New claims 22-35 have been added. 

After review of the previous Action, it was determined that upon further consideration 
that further restriction is appropriate for a thorough and complete examination. The Office 
regrets any inconvenience. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

Species Election 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 

Claim 29: The substitution in claim 29 must be elected: either replacement of L-amino 
acid by a D-amino acid or replacement of a glutamine with a pyroglutamic acid. 

Claims 30-32: One immunogenic carrier must be elected: BSA or KLH. 
The species are independent or distinct because: 

Immunogenic carrier: These species are directed to related yet distinct structural 
products. The related inventions are distinct if the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, 
i.e., are mutually exclusive; the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants; and the 
inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can have a materially different 
design, mode of operation, function, or effect. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the 
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different immunogenic carriers recite separate products having distinct functions, distinct 
structures, and distinct physical, chemical and functional properties requiring separate searches 
of the prior art. 

Substitution: The substitutions are directed to related processes. The related inventions 
are distinct if the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; the 
inventions as claimed are not obvious variants; and the inventions as claimed are either not 
capable of use together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or 
effect. See MPEP § 806.05G). In the instant case, either a substitution of optical isomers or a 
replacement of one amino acid by a pyroglutamic acid will result in products with distinct 
physical, chemical and functional properties requiring separate searches of the prior art. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 22-29, 33-35 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election.
